Prance, Russia and Italy 
Meet at Toulon. 


SIGNIFICANT NAVAL EVENT 
WILL IT TAKE ITALY OUT OF THE 
DREIBUND? 


President Loubet Royally Welcomed at 
Nice, but the Government Fears 
an Attempt Will Be Made 
to Take His Life.» 


NICE, April 9.—The war fleete.of France, 
Russia and Italy are assembling at Toulon. 

Spectacularly the festivities Hl be very 
brilliant, while it is generally conceded that 
the occasion will rank as one:of the most 
important historic events since the Franco- 
Russian demonstration, at the sime port. 

Although there is no question of an alli- 
ance between the two countries, yet the 
meeting of President Loubet and the Duke 
of Genoa will be an incident of the first 
value, because it will officially mark the 
opening of a new era of good feeling be- 
tween France and Italy. 

“France is not seeking an alliance with 
Italy,’’ said a French diplomat who is in 
close touch with the official relations of the 
two countries. ‘‘The Franco-Italian demon- 
stration at Toulon does not imply that at 
all. We have no reason to expect that 
Italy will detach herself ‘from the Triple 
Alliance. On the contrary, we have every 
reason to expect that she will renew her ad- 


hesion. 

“The great significance of the cqming 
event lies in the fact that it indicates that 
the irritation felt by Italy toward France, 
which was aroused by the French occupa- 
tion of Tunis, and which, rankling in the 
minds of Italian statesmen, has done’ so 
much to injure our mutual relations, is now 
entirely removed, giving place to a desire 
for a better understanding between France 
and Italy. 

‘‘We shall now be able to discuss the ques- 
tions that are pending between the two 
countries, notably the polftical situation in 
the Mediterranean, with a better disposition 
on both sides and a brighter prospect of a 
satisfactory understanding. 

President Loubet was accorded a brilliant 
welcome here. He goes to Toulon to 
morrow. 

To an address delivered by Gen. Masing- 
er on behalf of the garrison, President Lou- 
bet assured the delegation that the govern- 
ment was proud of the army and knew 
the giant effort it had made to be ready for 
eventualities. The Fifteenth Army Corps 
was especially worthy of the confidence 
shown in them in charging them with the 
safety of the post of honor, a few steps 
from the frontier. 

French detectives were privately informe 
of a projected attempt te assassinate Presi- 
dent Loubet during his trip.. Extraordinary 
precautions have. been taki every e, 
and the usual police protection has bee: 
doubled. Outsiders have been excluded from 
the railroad station. 

President Loubet is inclined to laugh ai 
the detectives’ fears that an attempt will 
be made upon his life. 

The Italian battleship, Lepanto, with 
the Duke of Genoa on board has arrived 
at Toulon. 

The arrival of Prince Louis Napoleon, 
who is a general in the Russian army, is 
causing some anxiety. Prince Louis is ¢>s- 
|\Sidered the best card in the Bonapartist 
|game. Like his father, he resembles the 
great Napoleon. His title of general is 
much in his favor with the military-made 


|} people of France. He is more affable than 


his elder brother. Prince Victor. The fact 
of his being an officer in the Russian army 
is a certain protection against arrest by tae 
French authorities, but he has been given 
plainly to understand that if he is made 
the center of any political intrigues he wil! 
Sent across the frontier immediately and 
will not be allowed to return. 

President Loubet, accompanied by the 
French ministers and other officials, placed 
a crown of flowers on. Bambetta’s tom) 
today. He expressed the hope that the 
French Parliament would soon vote to 
transfer the remains to the Pantheon. It 
is hoped that this transfer may be accom- 
plished by July 14 next, the French na- 
tional holiday. 

President Loubet subsequently repaired to 
the port of Nice, three-quarters of a mile 
away, where he was welcomed by the 
(‘hamber of Commerce and visited the hos- 
pitals. He was everywhere warmly greeted. 
At a banquet later, and replying to a toast 
to his health, President Loubet asserted 
that the principles of justice, solidarity and 
= will. were the foundation of the repub- 
ic and inseparable to France. He said the 
country needed unity and concord, and that 
the conflicts of tnterests and the country’s 
increasing wants would end in compromis- 
ing the future of the nation unless steps 
were taken to ameliorate social conditions. 
Solidarity and civil peace could not be se- 
cured, except by reciprocal sacrifices, Con- 
tinuing, President Loubet said that private 
interests must be subordinated to the great- 
er interests of the nation. The republic had 
already shown, in its legislation, an 
appreciation of the necessitles of the labor- 
ing democracy. but legisiation alone would 
not suffice. The give and take principle 
must become part of the conscience of the 
nation. Thus could the country weld its 
unity and assure its moral grandeur and 
material prosperity.

DECLARES FOR MILDER METHOD 


SAYS TEACHER MUST NOT BE TOO 
HARSH. 


E. F. Haycroft, 11 Years Old, Sued 
Miss Dollie Grigsby for Damages 
for Flogging She Gave Him 
in School. 


The less corporal punishment, the better 
in schools, homes, prisons and all places 
where punishment js inflicted is the gist of 
an opinion handed down by the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals Tuesday in the case of 


E. F. Haycraft, an ll-year-old schoolboy in 
Audrain County, against his teacher, Dollie 
Grigsby, and two of the school djrectors, 
James Thomas and Ollie Weller. 


The boy averred that on Jan. 10, 1900, he 
was severely flogged by the teacher with 
the assistance and encouragement of the 
two directors. He asked damages for the 
injurtes recetyed. The Circuit Court of 
Audrain County decided in favor of the 
teacher and the directors. The Court of 
Appeals reverses and remands the case. 

he opinion states that there is an indi- 
cation that the boy was maltreated and 
subjected to unnecessary harshness. It 
hy the entire affair ‘‘smacks of Dotheboy 
all. 

The evidence showed that the boy had 
been whipped twice on the day mentioned 
and that he had been kept in at recess for 
no other reason than that he might hear 
another boy lectured for misbehavior. 

As a result of the beating, it is said, the 
boy’s body was covered with blue and 
green marks and his head was bruised. 
The teacher, on the witness stand, said 
he had broken a rule of the school and, 
when she attempted to hit him, had drawn 
a piece of a broomstick from his desk 
and brandished it at her. She sent him 
home, but one of the directors who *was 
present prevented him from going and 
compelled him to take the whipping. 

The opinion declares that the law in Mis- 
souri is plain that no teacher has the right 
to be unreasonably severe in whipping ‘cnil- 
dren, and that he may be held Hable for 
injuries inflicted. It closes with the state- 
ment that the days when discipline is en- 
forced by causing physical agony are pass- 
ing rapidly away, and that ‘‘gentler meth- 
ods prove more aVaijling.”’

MADE HIM A GUILLOTINE 


California Wood Chopper Rigged Up 
an Ax and Let It Down on 
His Neck.

SAN JOSE, Cai., April 9.—‘‘Death re- 
sulted from a cut in the neck made by a 
guillotine operated with suicidal intent.’ 

This was the verdict rendered today by 
a coroners jury concerning the fate of 
John Connelly, a whoodchopper, whose 
body was discovered this morning in his 
cabin. 

Connelly’s guillotine was rigged up with 
boards, strings and an ax. The ax, well 
sharpened, had been suspended in a wood- 
en groove as high above the block as the 
low roof of the cabin would allow. A string 
was attached to the blade. then looped 
from above to the floor near the block. 

Connelly evidently lay upon the floor and 
turned his face toward the blade above 
him. With his hand he severed the cord, 
and his life went out with the fall of the 
great knife.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—The equestrian 
statue of Gen. Jobn A. Logan, unveiled to- 
Cay, represented seven years of labor on the 
part of Franklin Simmons, the sculptor, and 
marks a departure in sculpture in Washing- 
ton, In that it rests upon a pedestal of 
bronze. Congress appropriated $50,000 for 
the statue and $15,000 was contributed by 
the Grand Army of the Republic.

. grandson of Gen. Logan, George 
Tucker, drew the silken cord which re- 
leased the fluttering flags that draped the 
Statue. 

An imposing military parade escorted the 
president and other distinguished partici- 
pants in the ceremony to lowa circle. 

Gen. Grenville M. Dodge, president of the 
Society of the Army of the Tennessee, pre- 
Sided at the ceremony. After the invoca- 
tion had been pronounced by the Rev. 
I’'rank_M. Bristol, the president's pastor, 
Gen. Dodge preesnted the sculptor, Mr. 
Franklin simmons. Young Master Tucker 
then released the clinging draperies of the 
Statute and the splendid work was dis- 
closed. 

Following a brief tntrodnction by Gen. 
Dodge, President McKinley delivered the 
following address: 

My Fellow Citizens: It is a good token when 
patriots are honored and patriotism exalted.

‘His Compensation Depends on His! 
Collections and He May Receive 
$10,000 a Year if He Ful- 


fills Charter Provisions.

The office of the city collector, which will 
pass next week from Charles IF’. Wenneker 
to L. Fred Hammer, Jr., is the most lucra- 
tive in the city government. 

From a total of nearly £9,000,000 which 
passes annually through his hands, the col- 
lector retains in commissions about $123,- | 
OW, from which the salaries and expenses 
of his office are to be paid. f | 


The salary of 
ithe collector is limited by law to $10,000 per 
year, and for each of his deputies a lower 
‘limit is fixed. 

If collections fall to so low a figure that | 
the commissions of. the collector fall below | 
the sum total required for salaries and ex- | 
yenses in his offices, salaries must be cut | 
n proportion to meet the emergency. This | 
has not happened in recent years, but an | 
annual surplus has accrued instead from 
the excess of the commissiens over salaries. | 
This surplus is required by law to be turned | 
over to the general revenue in the eity 
treasury. Nearly $10,000 annually for the 
past three years has accrued to the treasury 
from this source.

SUGGESTIONS FOR NEW CHARTER. 

The revised charter of Greater New York, which is certain 
to go into effect, is of interest to St. Louis, where an antiquated 
charter is hindering the progress and restricting the growth 
of the city. 

The New York charter is based upon two principles: 

Centralization, wherever.that must be; 

Decentralization, wherever that is possible; 

Under the first principle the mayor is invest..5 @ith gomplete 
power over heads of departments throughout Algterm. He ap- 
points them at the beginning of his term. There are no 
boards; each chief of department is responsible to the mayor. 
The Municipal Assembly is reduced to one chamber. This 
latter provision is of special interest in St. Louls, where at- 
tempts to “reform'’ the House of Delegates are usually de- 
feated. 

Under the second principle increased powers are given to the 
Borough Presidents, who are elected by the people of the 
several boroughs; local boards are constituted to discuss and 
initiate local improvements anid pass upon merely local mat- 
ters. 

There are suggestions here which should be kept in mind 

“when the new charter comes up for discussion in St Louis as 
it soon must. 
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While the Ziegenhein machine exerted a most baneful in- 
fluence on the municipal government, and brought the city to 
@ humiliating condition, it should be borne in mind that some 
of the municipal officers who go out of office under the new 
administration were not in sympathy with the machine, and 
are men of excel'ent character and capacity. These men per- 
formed their duties under discouraging circumstances, and 
endeavored to make the best of a bad case, The community 
should discriminate in its judgment.

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COMMENT | 


The size of fhe audience which turned out 
to see Jenkins and Roeper wrestle at the 
Exposition Coliseum Monday night demon- 
strates that St. Louis is naturally inclined 
to be a. sporting city.

On the eve of the incoming of the new 
olty administration a new department has 
been installed at the City Hiall. 

Factory Inspector Pat Clarke is at its 
head and has taken up its quarters in room 
235, formerly the ante-room of the may- 
or’s office. His official staff is to consist 

. of two deputies and a clerk. and J. Fred 
| Hlussman, John H. Becker and J. W. Mc- 
. Closkey have been appointed to these posi- 
i tions. As soon as the bonds of his subor- 
‘@inates have been approved by the Coun- 
teil Mr. Clarke will commence active work. 

Not only factories and work shops, but 

‘wholesale and retail stores are placed with- 
‘dn the jurisdiction of the factory inspector 
and his deputies by city ordinance. Every 
business establishment in which ten or 
‘Ynore persons are employed must be visited 
‘twice a year by the inspectors, who are 
‘to make police court cases of all violations 
of the ordinances. 

The factory ordinances forbid child labor, 
fixing 14 years as the lowest age for em- 
ployes of factories and shops. It Is re- 
quired that all establishments inspected 
must afford 250 cubic feet of air to each 
employe in the daytime aad 400 cubic feet 


at night. Provision is made for compel- 
ling proper sanitary conditions and toilet 


facilities. 
Inspector Clarke believes that he and his 


two deputies will have all they can do to 
make the rounds of the business establish- 
ments of the city twice in a year, as re- 
quired by the ordinances. 

“I am going to do my part to enforce the 

w strictly,”’ said Clarke, “and wherever 

find the law being violated I will bring 
the persons responsible into police court. 
I will co-operate with the state factory in- 
spector, and will report all my cases to 
him.”’ 

The ordinance creating the position of fac- 
tory inspector was passed April 13, 1900. Tor 
a year labor unions petitioned the mayor 
to fill the position and thus place the fac- 
tory laws in force, but the granting of this 
request was delayed on the ground that 
no money was available. On March 18 last, 
when almost everyone had forgotten the 
existence of the factory law, Mayor Ziegen- 
hein sent the appointment of Clarke to the 
Council, which confirmed the appointment. 

The office furniture has not arrived, and 
the inspector has only a long table which 
saw service in the investigation of the Sen 
ate Lexow committee, and has since been 
used by the colored pages of the mayor's 
office.
